Mount Etna is terrible in its wrath, but 


tbo Sicilians call it Iho Mongibello, or tbo 
"Beautiful Mountain." 
Not oven its peri- 


odical outbursts can persuade thorn to for- 
Bttko it. Tboy cultivate its fertile slopes 
between tho periods of eruption without 
seeming to fear tbo almost certain destruc- 
tion of their wealth. It is tho highest vol- 
cano in Europe, and Iho highest mountain, 
except tho Alps, in Italy or Groeco. Its 
height is 10,171 feel.
